Increasing Aid 


The Jockeys’ Guild spent $58.644.99 last 
year to provide medical and financial aid 
for American and Canadian jockeys. ac- 
cording to the organization’s annual finan- 
cial report. issued last week. The figure 
excludes payments) made under the 
Guild’s policy with Lloyd's of London. 

In addition. the Guild lozned $34.428.68 
to members last year. The report noted 
that “from past experience 10 to 15 per 


cent will be repaid.” Total outstanding 
loans as of December 31, 1958, amounted 
to $112,100.87. 

Sterling Young, secretary of the Guild, 
said $573,779.23 had been paid to jockeys 
since the organization was formed. “Each 
year this aid has increased,” he said, “and 
the directors of the Guild are grateful for 
the excellent financial and moral support 
of the members and the generosity of 
many racing associations which enables 
us to continue this humanitarian work.” 

In 1958 the Guild spent $36.944.92 for 
medical services. the largest single bill 
being $5.890.86. The Guild has several 
cases to which it has contributed more 
than $15.000 over a period of years for 
medical and rehabilitation treatment.

Cornell. the completely happy trainer of Mrs. Halina Braun- 
stein’s Royal Orbit. 

Over one shoulder Cornell carried a long blanket of arti- 
ficial black-eyed Susans, symbolic of victory in the Preakness. 
and at his side strode Dr. Jock Jocoy. the California vcteri- 
narian who had been attending the horse. 

“That's right. that’s what Reggie said.” said Dr. Jocoy. 
“and the horse was Royal Orbit. We've known all a’ong that 
this was a grand horse.” 

With the flower matting flicking at his heels. Cornell tricd 
to hurry across the infield) grass, but) several women and 
children stopped him for his autograph and a flower from the 
cape. No one was turned away. for Cornell wes the graciou 
winner. the man of the hour. and he enjoyed the role im- 
mensely, 

Sharing the moment 
with Cornell. one was 
struck by the contrast) be- 
tween this day and that of 
May 17. 1958. the 
stocky. open-faced trainer 
had stood alone in despair 
as Silky Sullivan. whose 
claim) oon) the imagination 
of racing fans had equaled 
anything previously known 
in the Thoroughbred sport, 
finished hopelessly up the 
track, Silky’s defeat in the 
Kentucky Derby had not 
dampened the public's en- 
thusiasm. but his race at 
Pimlico had stripped) him 
and his trainer of their 
last’ cover of glamor. 

“PIL beek next 
year. Cornell had said. 
without further explana- 
tion without provok- 
ing omueh curiosity from 
a public already preoccu- 
pied with a new. hero. 

The colt which Cornell 
brought to Kentueky this 
year was a striking chest- 
nut by *Royal Charger. He 
did not have Silky Sulli- 
Vals massiveness, but he was sounder and constructed more 
along the lines of the traditional classic horse. He. too. was a 
come-from-behind runner, but he was. shiftier and apparent.y 
more of a stayer. 

His past performances in California. though creditable. 
were not outstanding. A rather headstrong. temperamental colt 
Whose trainer did not risk working him alongside another 
horse, Royal Orbit last year broke his maiden in his fourth 
race, and in his best performance of the season he was a fast- 
closing second to *Tomy Lee in the Del Mar Futurity. On 
December 31 at Santa Anita Park he won the Los Feliz 
Stakes. beating Jungle Dancer by a length and a half. 

He developed well over the winter, and as he became more 
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Cornett. Harmatz, Mrs. Harina BRAUNSTEIN 


accustomed to what was expected of him. his disposition im- 
proved, though Cornell continued to work him alone. His races. 
however, struck no paralyzing fear in the hearts of West 
Coast horsemen. He was no Swaps. 

Royal Orbit had run 8 races this year before the Preakness. 
and his only success had been in the 1,';-mile Preakness Prep 
on May 11 at Pimlico. He had been third to Finnegan and 
*Tomy Lee in the San Felipe Handicap. second to Silver Spoon 
in the Santa Anita Derby. second to Finnegan in the Yerba 
Buena Handicap. third to Finnegan and Monk’s Hood in the 
California Derby. third to Open View and Finnegan in a divi- 
sion of the Derby Tral Stakes, and fourth to *Tomy Lee. 
Sword Dancer. and First Landing in the Kentucky Derby. 

The charts furnished some evidence that Royal Orbit had 
been improving. and if Cornell had learned one lesson from 
last year’s trying experiences it was the necessity of having a 
competitor at the peak of his form for the May and June 
classics. Anything less would not do. 

“You've got to have a 
fit horse to win these 
races.” he said. “I’ve found 
that out.” 

To Cornell. Royal Or- 
performances in Cal- 
ifornia. though important 
to the master plan. were 
little more than a prelude 
to) Churchill Downs and 
Pimlico and Belmont Park.

I can say at this time that Royal Orbit’s never 
given us a worry, and it hasn't been anything I’ve been able 
to do for him, Oh, I check him for worms and blood-test him 
once a month—I feel that if you keep a horse worm-free and 
his blood count high the trainer can handle him like he should. 
But my part of the job has been easy, very simple.”

For the last 2 years the fall sale of 
yearlings at Keeneland has been bolstered 
by a group of Puerto Rican buyers. ac- 
quiring stock to race at El Comandante. 
\t Keeneland last fall 52 head went to 
these buyers. and when purchases at Sara- 
toca. New York. and at Garden State 
Park were added. almost 100) American- 
bred yearlings were sold at) auction to 
Puerto Ricans. Since these buyers also 
bid upon many yearlings which they did 
net get. their economic value to American 
breeders Was considerable. Recent devel- 
opments on the island indicate this market 
will not be as good in 1959 as it) was 
in 1957-58. 

Responsible for a developing — inde- 
pendence in’ Puerto” Rico is) rapidly 
growing horse population on the island. 
Spurred on by large purses at El Coman- 
dante. Puerto Rican breeders are produc- 
ing more Thoroughbreds than ever before. 
and the trend probably will continue for 
several years. 

(The current crop of native-bred 2-year- 
olds numbers about 125, not 2] as reported 
recently by The Jockey Club. Since it is 
not necessary for Puerto Ricans to register 
their foals with The Jockey Club. only 
about 20 per cent of a crop is reported 
to New York.) 

During the early days of El Comandante 
the track relied fairly heavily upon im- 
ported horses, and this reliance encour- 
aged considerable buying in the U. 
This year the track is offering more na- 
tive-bred) races, and it) seems unlikely 
the trend will be reversed. 

Of the 147 races offered on 21) pro- 
grams from March I] to April 26. 841 
races, 57 per cent. were for native-breds. 
while 8 were for imported 2-vear-olds and 
10 for imported 3-year-olds. The Horse 
Owners Association is considering pe- 
tition to ask the Puerto) Riecan Racine 
Commission to add an additional race to 
the 7-race cards now being offered at El 
Comandante. but even if this proposal i- 
approved, many of the additional races 
probably will be restricted to native-hred 


stock. 
Film Patrol 


On Sunday. April 12. El Comandante 
inaugurated the first: film patrol system 
ever used in Puerto Rico. It received an 


immediate test. In the feature race of the 


dey. the clasico Provenir. the jockey on 
Campus Filly. which was unplaced. 
claimed a foul against Canita. an easy 
winner. The films showed that) Canita 
never was close to Campus Filly. 

In addition to its value in settling racing 
disputes. the track management and local 
ewners are hopeful that the film patrol 
will improve the quality of riding in 


Puerto Rico. The association plans “in- 
struction” sessions in which the stewards 
will point out mistakes to jockeys. 


Chilean Imports 


American-breds have dominated races 
for imported horses at El Comandante 
since the track opened in 1956. except 
for the 1958 3-year-old) division. which 
was led by the English-bred Light Catch. 
and this year it appears that the U. S.- 
bred older horses will have stout opposi- 
tien from a group of Chilean) runners 
recently imported by E.  Ubarri and 
trained by Pedro Bagu. 

The best of the invaders was thought to 
be Occidental (Orange Peel in Chile). a 
I-evear-old colt by Welsh Honey—Orange. 
In his first race at El Comandante. a 
1,\,-mile test on April 26. he was third to 
Portersville’s half-brother Cantidad. by 
“Ambiorix—-Artena. Cantidad. best older 
herse on the island. won easily by 7 
lengths. but Occidental suffered interfer- 
ence from Door Prize while making his 
move in the stretch. 

Another of Ubarris team won impres- 
sively days before. Zumbando. 4- 
year-old) colt’ by Forest) Row—Zulamita. 
won a 6!.5-furlong race in the excellent 
time of 1:1985 over a good field. includ- 
ing Nabucco, Otello. Controversia, Crisol. 
and Ceiba. 

Zumbando went one up on his stable- 
mate in his next effort, beating Cantidad 
at 615 furlongs on May 8. On a muddy 
track the time was a sensational 1:18. 
three-fifths of a second slower than the 
track record. set in 1957 when the track 
had much less sand than it has today.

Ky.. Tick Tock is owned by Howell E. Jackson. 
who has Bull Run Stud in Virginia. The geld- 
ing has been one of the most ¢ nsistent) money- 
winners of his crop. The Toboggan was his seveuth 
added-money victory, and he has placed 21 
other stakes. His previous wins include the Shevlin 
Stakes and Sophomore Special at 3, the Sysonby 
and Sport Page Handicaps at 4, and the Prince- 
ton and Vesburgh Handicaps 5. 

In his only previous start this season Tick Tock 
won a $10,000 overnight race at Jamaica on April 
27. beating Warhead, Itobe, and Kentucky Pride.

Paris. On Sunday. May 10. the English 
and Irish) sportsmen in’ the stands at 
Longchamp seemed outnumber the 
French. They were there to witness the 
running of the Prix Hoequart. im- 
portant trial for the English and French 
Derbys. and of the Prix du Cadran, the 
Aseot Gold Cup equivalent. in which John 
MeShain’s noted stayer Gladness was 
making her second attempt. In the 1958 
running the [Trish mare was beaten into 
second place by the Prix Royal Oak win- 
ner Scot. which. however. could) do no 
better than fourth when Gladness won 
the Gold Cup at Ascot. 

Both of them were well beaten in’ the 
1959 Prix du Cadran. Gladness finishing 
seventh and Seot ninth in the field of 9 
starters. but perhaps the result reflected 
tactics more than class. Scot took the lead 
from the start of the 2 -mile test. and 
Gladness went to the front before reach- 
ing the top of the hill.
